Can the Growers be Fooled. 



Whenever Judge O'Rearr gets into a 
tobacco district he promises the grow- 
ers that if they will elect bim Gover- 
nor, he will get twelve cents for their 
tobacco. He is making other promises 
eqaally impnetlemble and impeeBible 
of performance m a mad effort to 
range the tobacco people on his side in 
this contest.

The D. and S. railroad had decided 
to eliminate a ten mile curve on its 
line by a cross cut of half the dis- 
tance.

A sensation followed the announce 
ment that Paul Wilatach, author of 
"The Life of Richard Mansfield," and 
associated with the famous actor for 
eight yeais during his tours of Ameri- 
ca, had written a drama based on

first time in ('incinnati at the Grand 
Opera House, week of October 9, un- 
der the management of Joseph M. 
Gaites, with Miss Constance Collier in 
the name part. 

* Mr. Wilstach has closely followed the 
scenes as they appear in the novel. 
Anatole Prance, one of the greatest of 
living literary workers, is the author 
of the novel, which became the basis 
for the opera by Jules £. F. Massanet, 
which achieved such popularity io this 
cQuntiy when suDg by lliw >lary Gar- 
den. 

The book is a magnicfient piece of 
literature, and the opera has many 
things to relieve it of harsh criticism 
and much that is tmly beaatifol. 

Many thdoght the dramatisatiOB of 
the beaatifol opera woold be a thank- 
less one, bot Mr. Wilstach is a daring 
chap and Mr. Gaites is wliat is known 
as "game," so the production went 
forward and the outcome ia^well known 
for after the first performance "Thais" 
was a distinct dramatic triumph.

Dr. Denton J. Snider, Leading Writer 
on Philosophical and Psyche 
lot ical tn b j e c t a> WnnMj 
Completes Long Tnak. 

St. Louis, Mo. — Dr. Denton J. Sni- 
der, St. Louis savant, who baa been 

pronounced by eminent American 

and European critics the leading writ- 
er on philosophical and nsycholegical 
subjects, has just completed the final 
work in his system of universal pay- 
chology. 

The new book ia entitled *The Bio- 
coemos," and is an exposition of the 

life of nature psychologically treated. 
Specifically It treats of the science of 
biology in its widest sense. In Dr. 
Snider's system this ia the third part 
rf hatnre, as the whole la conceived., 
"cientists and the world of letters 
"ve been follo\<-ing the progress of 
Dr. Snider's labors during many 
years, and his announcement that the 
entire work ia completed la one of 
the Important Uterary itema of the 
season. 

In this tremendous work the dream 
of the Greek philosopher Aristotle, 
ard later that of Herbert Spencer, of 
accumulating all there was of definite 
kninwledm and weaving it Into a vast. 
"OTcprellMislve system, to be a monu- 
n^ent for future ages, has been realiz- 
ed by the St. Loulsan. 

Aristotle accomplished what he set 
out to do, and in a measure Spencer 
was anccesaful. but in the systMn of 
the Edgllab thinker there are certain 
gaps, such as history and esthetics. 
Thesfi gaps are filled, and the prog- 
ress in learning since Aristotle's time 
is supplied in Dr. Snider's new sye 
tem. 

The works of Dr. Snider number 
more than 36, but the eaaentlal ones 

included In his new science are 16. 
The entire subject Is grouped under 
seven general heads: Organic psy- 
chology, psychology of philosophy, 
psy^ology of natore. paycbology of 
art. pmrehology of Institutions, psy- 
chology of history and psychology of 
biography. 

For more than half a century Dr. 
Snider has been gathering the mate- 
rials for and working upon his sys- 
tem. Moat bf his labora were per- 
formed in St. Louis, but In the course 
of his investigations he visited for- 
eign countries, where he was able to 
bring into play the dozen or more 
languages of which he is master. 

During the years of toil he waa not 
the abaorbed, aolltary acholar. aneb as 
Faust is represented, "burled in mus- 
ty volumes and away from the world." 
He has taught a large following of 
students in classes that at times num- 
bered well Into tHe bnndreda. 

These claaaea were unlgoe and were 
the beginnings of a aort of world's 
university which Dr. Snider hopes will 
survive him and use the materials he 
has created. In recent years the 
classes, open to all, have been held In 
the branch library buildings. 

Bo<dui were given to the atodents 
without charge by their author, and 
the talks and lessons were by Dr. Sni- 
der himself. Now there are a number 
of classes conducted by former pupils, 
who have maatered the system.

The entire party tbe.i went to the 
street and proceeded toward the fooi 
of the hill approachirg town fighting 
all the way using rocks and other n*is- 
dilts. Sam Victor, who at the time 
the tr'.uble began, wan not on the 
scene was notified by the time they 
reached the top of the hill and appeared 
at cnce in defense of his brother. He 
was struck in the back of the head 
near the ear, the blow rendering him 
unconsious Fur a time excitement 
reigned supreme and not until the ar- 
rival ot IMarshal Williana did matters 
quiet.
